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Philadelphia - It was a dark and dreary night in the city of brotherly 
love. The rain trickled down like tears from the sky, while those 
choosing to seek shelter, had to resort to playing car tag with 
thousands of sports fans and music enthusiasts. Amidst all the 
commotion, awaited an evening that ended in a double header of 
fortune, the Phillies clutching their division pennant title at Veter- 
ans Stadium and at the Spectrum, Billy Joel, the infamous “Piano 
Man,” delivered his pitches in a slightly different manner with a 
similar outcome, the sweet smell of success. 

Since one cannot be in two places at the same time, for me, 
the sensible choice was to get in out of the rain and let Billy Joel’s 
“River of Dreams” concert fill me with all the waterworks I could 
ever wish for. From start to finish, it was a ongoing journey down 
through the pastand into a questionable future, with anowolder and 
wiser man, who still can bring an audience to tears of hope, in 
addition to putting on a powerful show with an incredible display 
of multi-talented performers to back him up and at times take to the 
spotlight. 

Billy’s way of blending the old with the new for a well- 
balanced concert was genuinely impressive. Starting off with guitar 
in hand, Billy and the band immediately sent the audience into a 
frenzy with one of his prior hits, “A Matter Of Trust,” then with lots 
of power, they continued on with “No Man’s Land,” one of four they 
performed off the “River Of Dreams” album. Then finally Billy 
exchanged his guitar with his keyboards for another blast from the 
past, “Pressure,” while the lights struck each and every high and

o Even the feeling Billy poured out in “Lullabye (Goodnight 

BASEBALL OR BILLY JOEL? My Angel),” asong he wrote for his little girl, Alexa, made you feel 
y like she was sitting right beside him on his piano bench and also 
by Gina Mason displayed the softer side of a “daddy.” Then before the 

audience could truly lock onto that softer side, he brought everyone with him into that mysterious area of sleep in “The River Of Dreams,” 

which the crowd went wild over. After the intense awakening of the audience, Billy introduced the newest member, Greg Rosenthal, who 

is not only drop-dead gorgeous, but dominated the keyboard with exceptional power. After that introduction, he just had to inform those, who 

didn’ t already know about the one, the only, Liberty Devitto, who without a doubt is a drummer not only filled with energy, but has been Billy’s 

skinsman “‘for the longest time...” : 

Of course, an evening with Mr. Joel wouldn't be complete without a few of his finest story-telling hits, which along with his awesome band, 
performed rather well. In “Angry Young Man,” he literally pounded away on the piano, while Liberty went wild on his skins. In “Scenes 
From An Italian Restaurant,” Mark Rivera(who also plays several other instruments) took to the spotlight with his romantic saxophone playing. 
After Billy’s first encore, “Captain Jack,” the Philly Fanatic greeted the band, giving Billy a hat and kissing his feet, shook hands with the 
Birthday Boy, guitarist Tommy Byrnes, and then decided to suck face with the ever-so-talented Crystal Taliefero, who can play sax. guitar, 
percussion, and to top it all off, has extraordinary vocal abilities. 

However, the highlight of my evening, began with the sound of a helicopter landing at the beginning of “Goodnight Saigon,” and seeing 
the actual veterans sing the chorus, making the song more real, which is definitely one of Jcel’s traits. Of course, anyone who has ever seen 
him perform live can tell you, he is not plastic and he genuinely puts his heart and soul into each and everyone of his songs. Whether it was 
one of his earlier hits or his latest accomplishments, one can visualize the feeling he is conveying. He always seems to sing about the vital 
areas of life, in a straightforward manner or at least an attempt. However, as usual, there 
are stumbling blocks and times of uncertainty, which Billy also acknowledged in “Shades 
of eee another tune off his new album, which further proves he is just as confused as the 
rest Of us. 

Billy’s perception of reality and candid outlook on life in general, give his public that 
sense of security to participate and feel totally welcomed to express their own individual 
emotions, Attimes many laughed, then there were moments of tears, and even times where 
he seemed to hit a little too close to home. Then there were those who thought they had 
the worst seats in the house (you know about them, the ones where the stage is barely 
visable, let alone the performers) Mr. Joel kind of changed that for quite a few of them and 
gave them the best seats in the house, by adding in a few extra rows in front of the stage, 
where there is usually just wasted empty space. 

Billy’s true sense of generosity didn’t stop there, he made it clear that his band and each 
of the members plays an important role in this tour. He even had a former member, Richie 
Cannata, come out and join in on the fun with his saxophone in the second encore, “Big 
Shot.” It was a sight to see, Richie on sax, Mark on sax, and Crystal on sax, playing 
simultaneously. The talent of all his band members seemed endless. 

Whereas the musical potential was limitless, Billy waved, what some actually thought 
was his last goodbyes, only to come back with his most famous and highly acclaimed, 
“Piano Man.” It was a royal treat for me to have witnessed this song in two different 
settings, one being the opening number and then as the finale. As far as my eyes could see, 
everybody seemed to be singing, “Sing us a song, your the piano man.....” And everyone 
eee to be “feeling alright.” He may be getting older, but this song man is certainly not 

orgotten. 

Since Mr. Joel’s way of portraying the world as we know it, through his sto: -telling 
songs and even capturing the tenderness of youth has continued on in his “River of Dreams ~ 
tour, I was extremely pleased I chose his concert over a baseball game. Of course the fact 
that the Phils blew it in the world series just proved my choice was appropriate. 

Although baseball can have its” agonies of defeat” and life can throw you a curve ball, 
every now and then, the “Piano Man” will always sing from his soul. All you have'to do 
is open your heart and listen!

Happy Halloween! I hope you hada real “Ghoul One’”’! 
Has this year flown by or what? 

This month, we’ll continue building a PA system. So far, 
we’ve covered microphones, mixers and equalization. Now, 
we'll go right to amplifiers and speakers.‘ Get those credit 
cards warmed up! 

First, you’ll want to decide on speakers, then the ap- 
propriate power amps to drive them. OK -- how many 
speakers do you need? Good question! The answer is -- it de. 
pends. How big is the band? What type of music does the 
band play? It’s funny how one question leads to another 
and another. 

If you’re smart, you'll get a couple of good speakers in- 
stead of a lot of cheap ones, A huge stack looks cool, but 
won’t help your sound if it’s made of welfare components. 

So, shop around, and keep your ears open. Whenever 
you go to a club and hear a system you like, ask what 
equipment they’re using. 

Choosing an amp is generally easier than choosing speak- 
ers, but, as always, forethought should be given before pur- 
chasing either. : 

Power amps are pretty straightforward items. An on/off 
switch and two volume knobs (if stereo) are all the control 
you need, Input and overload lights are a definite plus. Now 
comes the tricky part. Matching amps and speakers togeth- 
er, 

They should be matched in two ways: Power (out- 
put amp/handling speaker) in watts and impedance. If you 
have a speaker that handles 300 watts, you want an amp 
that puts out at least 200-250 to drive it efficiently. ~ 

Be aware that_some manufacturers use a spec called 
“Peak Power” on both amps and speakers. This is not 
a reliable parameter for gauging either an’amp or speakers’ 
consistent power demands. If this is the only spec available 
on a piece of equipment -- move on! Impedance matching 
is a little trickier. Most amps want to see an impedance of 
16-8- or 4 ohms, And most speakers offer a resistance of 
the same ohmage -- eight being the most common. This is 
fine when you use one amp channel to one speaker. How- 
ever, when you.start linking speakers together, you change 
the impedance and the resistance can go below. what the 
amp wants to see, therefore causing the amp to work too 
hard. 

So, before you start blowing up your amps by hooking 
up too many speakers, do a little thinking. When connected 
in parallel, two 8-ohm speakers offer a resistance of four 
ohms -- three 8-ohm speakers equal two ohms -- go below 
two ohms and you risk amplifier detonation! So check the 
specs carefully before buying and you’ll save yourself big 
trouble down the road. 

And remember: Don’t be a turkey, Eat One! Have a 
nice Thanksgiving!

‘ An exclusive interview with Vampire Kelli Stevens. 


By PAMELA PASCALE 


Phantasm: Imagination, vision, and fantasy; also a four- 
man band conceived by this writer’s victim, Kelli Stevens. 
'The band is vocalist/songwriter, Kelli Stevens; drummer, 
Kirk Ramsey; guitarist, Tannith Leigh; and bassist, Dono- 
van Kane. To learn more about sex, darkness, and ‘“‘the 
feed,” read on as we explore the depths of Master Stevens. 

Pam: When you conceived Phantasm, what was going on 
in your mind? 

Kelli: I conceived it musically first and then visually I 
wanted something that you could move to that had like a 
dance beat. I also wanted something that had keyboards in 
it to make it sound modern, a guitar player that knew 
when to hold the back, and a bass player with feel. I also 
wanted room to leave my style of vocals and my lyrical 
content in there which is pretty dark. Most of it has to do 
with vampirism and night life. I wanted to work all this out 
through theatrics too. There’s a big difference between 
thinking about something which I term “‘on paper,” just to 
think of it is only a little bit. To actually do it and make it 
work, and hear it sound good is probably the greatest ac- 
complishment to date. I actually took the time for all these 
ideas. It took years, a lot of guys, and a lot of songs to make 
it finally work correctly. 
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Pam: How would you describe your style of music? 

Kelli: When I first started, I intentionally wanted to 
have a wide range of style. There is a lot of atmosphere 
and angst in it which makes it almost heavy metalist; it’s 
very heavy mentalish. There’s a lot on the moods lyrically 
and vocally; there’s a lot to think about. It’s very dancey 
too. A lot of people categorize us as being industrial, I as- 
sume because of the keyboard sounds. Also gothic or glam 
because of the way that we look. But I don’t think that we 
are glam, glam has a very traditional type of sound. I’d like 
to think that we have our own style. 

Pam: Do you write most of the material? 

Kelli: I would say about 70% of the material I write by 
myself. The last couple of songs that have turned out really 
well which are in the beginning stages of recording I wrote 
with Tannith, our guitar player. Basically he came down 
with some musical arrangement ideas and chord changes 
for parts and it blossomed from there. We put the melody 
in and everybody put their little flavors in and we built it 
up from there. The earlier stuff I wrote. Some of the songs 
that we are performing now I did with the old guitar player. 

Pam: What do you base your songs on? 

Kelli: Mostly vampirism, the Count if you will, Kelli 
Stevens. His whole life is the storyline, most of it comes 
from that. But lyrically and musically they both coincide

with each other. For instance, when Tannith gives me al 


piece of music, if it sounds real happy like a D major type \ 


of vibe, I really can’t have a blood lusting type of lyrical 
content to it, it just doesn’t mesh. Something like “Between 
the Lines” where it’s in E minor it’s a really dark and de- 
mented type of sound. I can get a little more aggressive 
with that and I feel more aggressive with it. When it’s ina 
D major, it’s happy and upbeat and you reach for a differ- 
ent mood lyrically. 

Pam: Would you describe to those that haven't seen the 
show yet a little of what they can expect and what made 
you think up a playbill? 

Kelli: For:anybody who hasn’t seen the show, I’d say 
they’re jn store for something good. The way that I created 
the show, I wanted it to be a show that everyone would go 
oo an event. By event meaning even by the level that 
we’re on now to create something that wasn’t thought of as 
just another rock band. Because of the budget and where 
we are at we don’t have enough money to really do things 
the way that we want. I try as hard as I can to make it 
special for every single person that comes in. I think that 
the people that come to see us because of what they’ve 
heard would get what they expect, what we deliver. When 
you come to see us, the club sounds and looks different 
and you see a stage like you’ve never seen before. I want to 
create a sense of you can dance if you don’t care what we 
look like or you can watch and see what’s going on in every 
song. We have song bites in between each song which leads 
you up to them. And besides that, when you pay at the 
door, you receive a playbill which explains every song that 
we do, what’s going on, and the members of the band. 

The playbill is an idea that I conceived based on the 
Broadway playbill, their whole theory. When I went to see 
a show, it explained it all to me. Later I thought, “Wow,” 
the band is so different, the people would come and watch 
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us with their jaws hanging down and we’d end the song and 
they’d still be standing there dumbfounded like. So that’s 
why we hand out the playbills before the show so that you 
find out a little before I hit them with the shock. It’s a nice 
little thing to have! 

Pam: Are you going to change the playbill for your new 
shows? 

Kelli: I’m gonna have all new lyrics in the playbill. All 
the new material is in the vampire vein; I haven’t gotten 
away from that so far. But I think it’s a little breather when 
,I come out in the priest costume with the nuns, you know. 
I have a big sadomasochistic scene coming up soon where 
I’m gonna have a torture rack, sort of like Hell Raiser. I 
think that it should be interesting. 

Pam: You play many characters -- does it seem hard at 
times? 

Kelli: The hardest part about playing the characters is if 
there’s a stage difficulty. Once I get into costume, I get into 
character. From the time the intro starts rolling ‘till a 
couple of minutes after I get off stage, I don’t break charac- 
ter. 

Pam: Which is your favorite character? 

Kelli: I kind of like all of them. The “Bedtime Story” 
was based on a character (rapist) named Richard Baines, 
and this particular one is written into a trilogy. The second 
one is called “Sweet Dreams,’ which we will be doing 
soon. The first one deals with the girl having a nightmare 
of being molested by her father, the second one is with her 
as a grown woman dealing with her recurring nightmare. 
The third part will be with her confronting her nemesis 
and triumphs over it. 

Pam: What are Phantasm’s upcoming plans? 

Kelli: We are in the studio and when we are done, we’ll 
be shopping it for a major deal. Also we will have a new show 
and playbills. When I get the budget to do what I want, I 
plan on going all the way. I want to do something really 
special for the people! 

Pam: Any closing comments? 

Kelli: Basically, I encourage everybody to come out to 


the show and support this. It’s definitely something differ- ° 


ent everybody should experience at least once. To be enter- 
tained musically, spiritually, physically, mentally, just to 
be entertained, that’s what it’s meant to do.

Rush are angry, well, at least for 
the first three songs. ‘‘Animate” 
grooves unlike any other, thanks to 
Neil Peart (drums) who _ is. still 
simplifying his drumming approach. 

“Stick It Out’”’ starts off with a 
growling riff play by bothGeddy Lee 
(bass) and Alex Lifeson (guitar). 
“Cut to the Chase” sounds more like 
it belongs on ‘‘Roll the Bones.” 

Track four is called “Nobody’s 
Hero,” a very unique ballad about a 
friend dying from AIDS and a girl get- 
ting beaten to death. This song also 
features an orchestra conducted by 
Michael (what film hasn’t he done yet) 
Kamen adding some depth to a dis- 
turbing song. 

The next two songs, ‘“‘Alien Shore,” 
“Between Sun and Moon,” ‘‘Double 
Agent,” “Cold Fire’ and ‘Everyday 
Glory” flow with the same intense 
desire the opening two cuts had.
